It seems that no part of this round 
earth is free from earthquakes. 
We read of them occurring since 
the dawn of history in the Andes, 
the Himalayas on the peninsala of 
Italy or the island of Sicily. 
Whole cities have been destroyed 
in one quakiog and more than one 
hundred thousand people killed. 
The East used to poke fun at quak- 
ing San Francisco, but uot since 
nearer home occurred the horrible 
scenes of the recent Charleston 
earthquake. While on ovr visit 
there two weeks ago we visited the 
ruins in the various parts of the 
city. We saw wherechureh stee- 
ples hati been sbaken down, roofs 
of houses moved from their places, 
private dwellings and public build- 
ings shattered beyond repair,where 
bad been buried alive in the debris 


and ruins the bodies of human te- 


ings. In comparison with the 
Charleston earthquake, ours of yea- 
terday morning was but an echo. 
The experience of the last few 
hours demonstrates, however, tbat 
even Nevada’s mountains of solid 
granite atany time may shake as 
if they were but au aspen leaf; that 
in this region where in pre-historic 
time existed the fire and lava emit- 
ting volvano,and attendant quake, 
there may recur the conditions that 
will shape anew the contour of the 
country; that will elevate the sur- 
face into peaks and mountain 
ranges or depress it into valleys, 
lakes and rivers.

The wires are crowded with mat- 
ter pertaining to the President’s 
fishing trip. If Mr. Cleveland 
has a nibble or catches a fish it is 
immediately flashed along the wires 
to all parts of the country. This 
tastes very much of toadyism, and 
is ridiculed by every sensible man 
in the United States.

With them, 
and to the sensible world also, the 
President is, under such circum- 
stances, only a man with a fishing 
pole in his hand in search of fiuny 
game. If he catches a trout it does 
not affect the fish market a parti- 
cle, and if he meets with the old- 
time fisherman’s luck it does not 
interfere with the appetites of the 
people.

It must also be humil- 
iating to Mr. Cleveland, unless bis 
fountain of vanity is overflowing.

TWO GOVERNORS SHAKE 
HANDs. 


Governor and Mrs. C. C. Steven- 
som in Idaho—The Annexation 
scheme — Nevada’s Governor 
and First Lady Henored. 

Governor Stevenson and wife, en 
route to the capital from their trip 
to Idaho, reached Reno last even- 
ing. Both are in exc-llent spirits 
and well pleased with what they 
saw in the northerncountry. They 
went by way of Ogden, returning 
by way of Portland and Sacra- 
mento. The trip to Boise City was 
one for pleasure simply, the chief 
object being a visit to ldaho’s Gov- 
ernor, he being a brother of our Ne- 
vada Governor. These two brothers 
bad not met for 24 years until the 
other day at the capital of Idaho. 
Appreviating the interest taken by 
our people in the proposed aunexa- 
tion of Southern Idaho to Nevada 
and otber subject+, a GAZETTE re- 
porter sought and obtaived an in: 
terview last evening with his Ex- 
cellency and lady at their rooms at 
the Depot Hotel. 

Reporter—How do the people of 
Idaho view Senator Stewart's pro- 
ject of annexation? 

Governor—I bad no opportunity 
elsewhere in the Territory to tearo 
the sentiment, but «t Boise City it 
is almost unanimous against au nex- 
ation. In fact, I met but two or 
three persons there in favor of it. 

Rep.—What are the objeciions 
urged against thescheme to annex? 

Gov.— Well, t ere are several. 
Of course the people of Boise fear, 
in the event of this being success- 
ful, that Caraon City, Reno, Winne- 
mucca vr some other p'ace would 
capture the capital. esides it is 


urged that the Territory is prosper- | 


ous, its resources and population 
continually increasivg and its out- 
look for a state withio a few years 
encouraging. Again, of the 16,000 
voters in the Territory 2,000 are 
Mormons. These entertain the 
idea that since Congress has wiped 
out the Mormon church they may, 
with impunity, take the test oath 
such as that authorized by the last 
Nevada Legislature to be given 
or the. test oath which has 
been in existence for some time 
in Idaho. This element would 
be a most troublesome factor in the 
State politics and would not be 
swallowed up by the Gentile ele- 
ment asis claimed by the friends 
of aunexation.

GOLD MINES IN DOUGLAS. 


Silver Glance and Soeuth Camp 
Looking Up-—Twe Bullion Pro- 
ducing Districts. 

There has been considerable talk 
of late about the gold mines near 
Wellington, 50 miles south of Car- 
sop. Last evening a GAZETTE re- 
porter returned from an iospection 
of tie mines in that vicinity. In 
the Silver Glance District near the 
Mountain House there have been 
two mines in operation; one vuwned 
by Willard & McDonald, who are 
runniog # two-stamp mill, the 


other owned by Crisler, the Cowing 
Brotbers aud Decker & Fisber and 
others. The latter company has 
been operating a five-stamp m/l. 
For several years past the Willard & 
McDonald mine bas been paying 
handsomely. The mine on which 
is the five-stamp mill has been shut 
down temporarily, and yesterday 
was sold to Mr. W. H. Armstrong, 
Super.ptendent of the Brunswick 
mill. This is part of the Stevadore 
mioe,and was formerly owned by 
ex-Sheriff Swift, of Ormsby. It is 
understood that Mr. Armstrong 
will at once resume operations 
there. 

Further on and aboutseven miles 
this side of Wellington is South 
Camp. In this district are the two 
leading properties, the one owned 
by Winnie, Bray & Lapham, who 
are prospecting there and milling 
ore; the mine and two-stamp will 
owned and operated by Pratt & 
Young. For several months 
past the two-stamp mill bas been 
milling ore from the Illinois 
mine, and judging from the test 
made the future of chis mine is as- 
sured. The ore mills from $10 to 
$30 per ton; the ledge is traceable 
fully 3,000 feet, extends down at 
least to a depth of 117 feet as shown 
by an incline sunk, and every mart 
of the ledge carries pay ore. The 
ledge is from six inches to three 
fe:t wide. There are sunk in the 
district on the various ledges, it is 
estimated, about thirty holes where 
there is ore that will mill over $10 
per ten. A few years ago there 
was a paying arastra on the [Illinois 
mine when the property achieved 
considerable reputation as bullion 
producing. The present miners 
and mine owners there are very 
sanguine over the outcome of the 
camp, and, it is believed that 
within afew weeks it will be nec- 
essary to provide additional facili- 
ties for milling the ore,
